Ironically speaking 
during the six years hefore the treaty, the trade 
of Russia amounted to six hundred million dol- 
lars while since the treaty the trade declined 
to two hundred million dollars. Simnltaneously 
iRussia declared that there would be no poJitic- 

ttJI" T^^I .'''' ^^^ P^^^ ^f ^^^ ^e^s within the 
United States, yet, in the recent elections one 
hundred thousand votes were cast for a com- 
munistic candidate in New York. Thus we ob- 
serve calmly the unreliability of Russia's offic- 
ial promise. Furthermore, thousands of red in- 
tellectuals and saboteurs are even now subtley 
and siuhversively wreaking havoc in our nation 
There are enemies to fight at home where do- 
mestic vice and corruption are swiftly becoming ' 
the order of the day.

liife, liberty, and the punsuit of happiness 
— these were the principles, the standards and 
■privileges for which he, the father of his coun- 
try fought; these were the liberties which he 
strove to O'btain for his fellow men; these were 
the Grod -given Ohristian rights which our illus- 
trious patriot justly and vehemently demanded 
from a haughty nation, a nation which by cruel 
tyranny and unrivalled greed flatly refused to 
bestow these unalienalble rights on a confeder- 
acy extremely desirous and capable of ruling 
itself. 

Is the United States a Christian nation? 
The answer is absolutely and indubitahly, yes. 
W^y? It is Christian not hecause we have a 
'Christian president, not because our Congress 
is Christian but solely because of the Christian 
principle:S — life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness — which were defended by the in- 
defatigable might of Washington and which, 
under his diligent guidance, were the basis 
that molded our constitution, the ruling force 
of our present governmental system. 

Moreover, in his day, Washington did far 
more than establish a standard for the govern- 
ment. Being iproficient as a general, a diplomat, 
and president, 'he promulgated a certain set of 
rules which he recommended as an infallible 
guide toward the preservation of peace. Includ- 
ed in these suggestions he highly advocated 
keeping aloof from foreign entanglements which 
he knew would inevitabily result in wax with 
these foreign nations. 

Today we discover ourselves gradually dev- 
iating from some of Washington's most import- 
ant principles regarding foreign entanglements. 
Notwithstanding the fact that in this day and 
age both the political and economic set up are 
much different from the condition that existed 
then, neverthele'ss, a principle that was true in 
any period of history is equally true in a sub- 
sequent period. Truth is not relative; it is ab- 
solute. Who of us w411 deny the truth expressed 
in Washington's Farewell Address? From ex- 
perience and paternal foresight, he desired to 
'bequeath those rules, those counsels which he 
maintained during his own administration and 
which he knew would prove successful in future 
administrations if they were followed faithfully 
and scrupulously. 

Washington shall always be enshrined 
in the hearts of peace-loving citizens who are 
opposed to the belligerent policy that "might 
makes right." On the unforgettable monument 
of time, in the continuous annals of constantly 
repeating history, this will ever be a chanted 
epitaph — First in war, last in aggres'sion; first 
in peace, last in pacifism; first and last in the 
hearts of his countrymen — ^George Washington.
